FAVOR OF A RELIGIOUS TRAINING 


Claim 
Is 
That 
Persistent 
Efforts 
Are Being Made to Exclude 
the Use of the Bible in 
Public Schools. 


Chicago, May 27— Efforts to have 


the Bible read daily 
in 
the public 


schools of the United States will be 


passed strongly by the alliance of 


reformed churches 
in America hold­ 
ing the Presbyterian system, aecord- 
ii g to resolutions offered today for 
acceptance by the 
Presbyterian gen­ 
ita l assembly In session here. 
"Religious training 
rn our public 
schools, so planned as to avoid the 
violation in any way of our cherished 
pHnciple of separation of church and 
state, should be systematic and con­ 
se n t,” declared the preamble. 
“ This council calls upon the church 
authorities to investigate the subject 
fully, with a view to devising 3ome 
method of averting the sad results of 
present inefficiency in moral and re­ 
ligious traning.” 
The resolution reads: 
“ The Word of God is the charter 
cf the spiritual and civil rights of 
man, so abundantly illustrated in the 
Irstory and institutions of this coun- 
tiy. 
Persistent 
efforts 
are being 
made to exclude the Bible from use 
in the public schools. 
It is ordered 
♦hat use be made 
of 
every proper 
means in maintaining the Word of 
God as an essential element In the 
education and training of the youth 
of the land.” 


CARRANZA NOW WANTS IN 


Steps Being Taken to Have 
Rebel 
Leader Participate in Mediation. 


Washington, May 27.— Representa­ 
tives of the Mexican constitutional­ 
ists in this city took steps today to 
reopen the question of representation 
at the Niagara mediation conference.

In speaking of 


this he said: 
“ I have just hearu that tile fecreval 
court at Kansas City has decided that 
my position is right and that ‘ he suits 
I brought must he tried in the state 
courts. 
This is the greatest victory 
ever won by the attorney teneral’s 
office. 


“ When I sued in the state courts to 
recover for all shippers and passen­ 
gers all money collected from them 
by the railroads in excess of the sta­ 
tutory amount the railroads hastened 
to remove the suits to th** federal 
court at Kansas City. 
They contend­ 
ed that the cases had to he tried in 
tin* federal court. 


“ That court 
has decided 
against 
the railroads and I will now try all 
these cases as quickly as possible in 
the state courts. 
This was a body 
blow to the railroads and knocks out 
every defense they have. 
They must 
now try my suit and they can no 
longer delay. 
They have tried to 
delay me at every step, but I w ill now 
compel them to pay lack every dollar 
of this money. 
T in t first contended 
that they were not lia b le for a dol­ 
lar of this excess fare, but I have 
won every point against them. 
“ Of course, it is natural 
for 
the 
railroads* lawyers to claim that I 
have no right to represent all ship­ 
pers and 
passengers, because they 
know’ I will recover for them. 
They 
much prefer to have each shipper and 
passenger sue for themselves, as they 
know' the amount is so small that 
such suits will not be brought and 
they will thereby get to keep all this 
money. 
But I have sued 
for 
each 
shipper and passenger and will re­ 
cover for them every dollar wrong­ 
fully taken from them. 


“ The railroads have no further de­ 
fense and might as w’ell commence 
paying this money back. 
In fact, I 
am expecting the railroads to start 
paying hack at once. 
They see that 
I have them beaten and will soon an­ 
nounce that they will pay to each 
person presenting claims, and thus 
try and keep from recognizing my 
suits. 
But I do not care how they 
pay hack. hut pay hack they must. 
“ If I had not brought my sulfa not 
one dollar would ever have been paid 
hack. 
It has been a hard fight, but I 
have won, and w ill recover for the 
people of Missouri millions of dollars. 
In Missouri we believe in paying our 
debts, and when the railroads pay us 
what they wrongfully took from us 
we w ill gladly quit, hut not before. 
W e want honesty.’*

There are a great many inquiries 
coming by mail and telephone rela^ 
tive to the army worm. 
It seems to 
be becoming abundant, 
and 
since 
there are from three to five broods a 
year it would seem important that 
the first brood be destroyed as com­ 
pletely as possible. 


Usually the worst damage occur* 
from the last of May possibly through 
the month of July. 
They are dark- 
colored, striped worms related some­ 
what. to the common cut work. 
A few 
can be found most any year, but lit­ 
tle damage results until they become 
so numerous that their feed becomes 
exhausted in their favorite feeding 
places and they start in great multi­ 
tudes in search of food and eat prac­ 
tically every green thing that comes 
in their path. 


There are several methods of com­ 
batting them. 
Where they are ad­ 
vancing, especially in a corn field or 
a wheat field, where plowing can be 
done, it is usually wise to plow a 
deep furrow' a few feet in advance of 
the worms, leaving the wall as per­ 
pendicular as possible and smooth on 
the side opposite the worms. 
They 
cannot climb this wall; and then, if 
a post hole be dug about every ten or 
twelve feet, in moving along the fur-

Washington, May 27.—Proclaimed 
last night before a groat audience of 
scientists front many cities as the 
discoverer of a rivtjjF-in South Ameri- 
ca 1,000 miles long, Theodore Roose­ 
velt assured the National Geographic 


society that he had put this river on 
the map and challenged all the carto­ 
graphers in the world to disprove his 
achievement. 
The colonel had appeared before a 
Washington audience on a previous 
occasion as an explorer, but never as 
a discoverer, and he was cheered as | 
he declared that th© cartographers 
and geographers of all nations were 
wrong in their maps of the wilds of I 
Bazil wherein he found and traced ! 
the “Duvida river,” the “River of j 
Doubt.” 
Scientists, the colonel declared, had 
attempted to dispute his 
discovery. 
Tracing on a blackboard with a piece 
of chalk tho river of his finding, he 
said: 
I say we put it on the map. and I 
mean what I say. 
No map has ever 
shown this river. 
“Scientists said we might have tra­ 
versed the River Tapajose 
or 
the 
River Maderla, hut the fact is that 
some of our party went down one 
river and some went down tho other 
while we went down a river between 
them, which no mapmaker ever saw*. 
“I can direct any man where 
to 
fled this river, and rivers 
stay put, 
so that the discovery we have made 
tray b© verified.” 
The colonel described in detail the 
hardships of his trip into the Brazil­ 
ian wilds' and particularly the hard- 
{hips 
endured 
in 
navigating

River of Doubt. 
In the upper part of the river, he 
said, the rapids were so severe that

for

party to traverse one degree, from 
11:43 south to 10:4.7 south.

6543 and 6544, relating to tho manu­ 
facture. sale. purchase and handling 
of explosives. 
These sections were held Invalid in 
tho case of W. H. Hurley, of St.. Ixmis 
county, a dealer, who was fined $50 
in a test case for refusing to obtain 
a license from the county court af 
required by Section 6539 and to make 
the usual affidavits required of deal­ 
ers . Ile appealed, his attorneys at- j 
tacking the validity of these sections. 
The court declared 
the 
sections 
mentioned unconstitutional upon the 
ground that they were not mentioned 
in the title, which is “preservation of 
fish and game.” 
The lawmakers in­ 
cluded these provisions in the game 
law, apparently, to break up the kill­ 
ing of fish with explosives, a practice 
formerly prevalent. 
The decision of the court practi­ 
cally leaves without regulation the 
sale of explosives in this state, it is 
said, except by general statutes. 
The late J. C. Van Blarcom. of St. 
Louis, and his son, 
Frederick 
Van 
Blarcom, were held 
blameless 
for 
running down and injuring Paul Win­ 
ter, a lad of IO years, with their au­ 
tomobile at Maryland and Newstead 
avenues on February 22, 1907.

supreme court affirmed the action of 
the circuit court of St. lxmL, which 
sustained a dem urrer to a suit for 
$4,500 damages for personal injuries 
instituted by young W inter through 
his mother, Clara R. W inter. 
Albert G. Butler, of St. Louis, who 
slew' the brother of a girl with whom 
he was in love, must serve ten years 
in

Butler’s case 
was affirmed. 
After nearly five years of litigation 
over a strip of ground 2V& inches in 
width and 55 feet 2 Inches in length, 
worth $7.50, the litigants, Chris Brim- 
merle and Robert L. Langdon, of St. 
Louis, are just where they were when 
they started. 
The court reversed and 
remanded the case for a new' trial 
Langden secured title to the strip be­ 
low’. from which Brimmerly appealed. 
The jury held the strip worth $100 
and directed Brimmerle to pay $1 a 
month rent on it.

Mo., May : : _ T h e 
question of the use of fermented and 
unfermented wine in the communion 
service yesterday provoked commis­ 
sioners attending the general assem­ 
bly of the Presbyterian church in the 
I nked States (Southern Presbyterian 
church) into a lively discussion. 
The 
discussion 
was 
precipitated 
when Rev. J. S. Lyons, of Louisville, 
Ky., representing the committee on 
bills and overtures, read an overture 
from til© First Presbyterian church 
of Savannah, Ga., asking if the. ses­ 
sion (the ruling board of (h^ jorai 
church) has the right to choose be­ 
tween 
fermented 
and 
unfermented 
wine for use in communion, 
a sec­ 
ond question which the church asked 
i he assembly to answer was, “Is un- 
termented 
wine 
equally 
scriptural 
with fermented wine?” 
The committee recommended that 
the general assembly give the ses­ 
sions the right to choose between fer­ 
mented wine and “grape juice.” 
Im­ 
mediately. Rev. E. C. Gordon, of St. 
Loulp, was on his feet delivering an 
impassioned appeal against ^he adop­ 
tion of the committee’s report. 
“No church court has any right to 
mutilate the Lord’s Supper.” he said. 
“When you use grape juice you vio­ 
late the principle upon wljich our 
church 
was 
founded. When you 
change 
our communion service you 
are yielding, to a popular clamor and 
not to your own better judgment.*' 
Several ministers, led by Rev. N\ 
Keff Smith, of Beaufort, S. Cb, as­ 
serted that if Dr. Gordon’s statement 
was trite they should be tried before 
their presbytery for using grape juiee 
in communion. 
After a great deal of discussion, the 
part of the committee's report per­ 
mitting 
the sessions to choose the 
wine used. was adopted. 
The second question was referred 
to an ail interim committee, which 
will report to the general assembly 
iii 191-3.
